Lorii SAt.isiiLRV iimdoa {jretit s[)eecU 
at Aruiiclicster on the ITtli inst. flc 
justified ihc policy of tho Government 
poiufc.„bs . l»oint, strong hostility to 
liuBsia beiug''very iioticealile tluouglt- 
out liis remarks. Tn rnganl to the t'uct 
that Turkey had not orcuiiieil the P.iil 
•knns, he .said : "lu the present state 
of tho Ilus.sian Knipiiv, Turkey hiis no 
reaijon to expect aggre.s.sion. Tho had- 
ness of the govornmont of l\n Iccy or 
any other country would never justify 
Tis in handing over' great strategic po.si- 
tions to any Power whose aggressions 
threaten the happine.ss and indepon- 
donco of the world. Out there are 
other points of tlio Treaty of Berlin be- 
side the occupation of tho Balkans. If 
you'do riot trust tho Turkish sentinel 
on tho ramparts, you must trust tho 
Austrian sentinel at the door. Since 
tho Austrian occu])ation of Novi- Bazar, 
the advance of the Russians beyond 
tho Balkans and the Danuljc is im 
possible. In tho independence and 
'sfcrohgth o£ Austria rest tho last hope 
of European stability. If tlio assertion 
of the newspapers that a defensive al- 
liance has been formed between Aus 
tria and Germany pi-oves true, all who 
value tho peace of Europe will hail it as 
glad tidings of joy." Salisbuuy pro- 
ceeded to defend tho Government's 
policy with ropiard to Afghanistan, the 
main principle of which would con- 
tiuuo to be defence, not dominition. 
Turning to home alVairs, he obser\-ed 
that the Liberals, in endeavoring to 
frame a prograuimo, selected, liko a 
neighboring nation when choosing a 
form of Government, that which would 
divide them least. In consequeneo of 
the principles encouraged by the form- 
er Liberal legislation, tlin ye|)anitist 
movement in Ireland had now attained 
unprecedented proportiona He warn- 
ed the people of the effect the acce.'ision 
of the Liberals to power v. ould have on 
both homo and foreign politics. He felt 
that the Engli.sli people would prefer 
to maintain a firm front at home, so 
that, with tho assistance of worthy 
allies, thoy might maintain peace and 
right abroad." The Times, after a re- 
view of this speech, says: "Such is the 
substance of tho vindication with v. bich 
Lord SALisnunv is prejiared to appeal 
to the country, and it i.s stated with a 
force which the opposition will find it 
hard to repel. They liave denounced our 
policy so vehemently that, as Lord 
Salisbury urges, "their success at the 
next election would naturally be ac- 
cepted by Europe as a sign that the 
work of the present Ministry was to be 
undone." lie has known in a word 
that tho interests of the Empire, and 
not of a party, will bo at issue when 
tho country is appealed to, and he has 
given good reason to believe they have 
hitherto been .safo in his hands." 

ENGLAND, RUSSIA AND AF- 
GHANISTAN. 

Rusaift) after leading with her false 
counsels Afghanistan into a war with 
Great Britian and then abandoning 
her, has the unprecedented impuilonce 
to propose a division of the territory. 
On the Ikli inst. Sriioi vai.oi'f, the 
liussian Embassador, had an interview 
with Salisbuby, when ho was instruct- 
etl to broach the question as to the ar- 
rangement respecting Afghanistan. 
SciiouvALorK ]n-oposcd that Pais.-ia 
shall have jurisdiction of the eastern 
part of Afghanistan, while England 
shall take pos.sesaion of the western 
part as far as the Hindoo Koosh. 
Salisbury declined in must emphatic, 
oven hUrsh terms, saying Englaiul 
would not allow Russia to meddle in 
any way in thr^ nv'^ter. lie said that 
the future of AfgbanistEiu has to l>e 
settled by England, exclusively. (Sciiof- 
VALOFF, seeing SAi,i,snuiiv's stubborn- 
ness, proposed various other plans of 
settling tho difficulty, but Salisbury 
refused to consider these propositions. 
Thus ended the interview. Count 
MUNSTER, German Embassador, lias 
had several interviews with Salishi'hv 
during the ))ast two weeks, and it is 
bolieved that his explanations respect- 
ing the present political situation on 
the continent influenced Salisbury in 
Ms emphatic language to Sciiouv vlofi'. 
it 'is also rumored that tho English 
government has succeeded in obtaining 
certain assurances from tho .Shah of 
Persia of such a nature as to satisfy 
Beaconsfield that in the event of 
eouiplications arising between England 
and Kussia, Persia will not side with 
the latter. Tlio haughty reply of J^ord ! 
Salisbury is in keeping witli tlie In- j 
dian policy of Great Britain, and Pais- i 
sia, isolated from the rest of Europe, | 
■will scarcely dare to show her face in i 
Afghanistan^

Her husband, it is said, has 
not proved him.sftlf in days gone by the 
most faithful of men. 

— James Llair, a 
well-known wealthy eitiiicn of London, 
was to-day suetl at tho Assize.i for 
breach of promise, tho plaintifi' being 
M. j\I. Woodman, a single woman of 
Goderich. At tho time of making the

]5laintifr was living with her father in 
the Township of Colborne, County of 
Huron. The |)lainlifr was u young 
lady of good repute and genteel birth, 
well educated, and in every respect the 
equal of tho defendant. In March, 
187(), the defendant visited the farm of 
the plaintilV's father and there made 
the acquaintance of t he [daintilf, then 
about 19 years of age. Jle visited the 
house; on busines.s v,-ith plaintilV's 
father. He appears to ha\(!. been 
smitten at first sight. After having 
inspected the farm it was about 12 
o'clock, and with tho usual generosity 
of country peojile, he was invited to 
take dinner, which he accepted, and 
during the meal he evinced signs of ad- 
miration, but wliicli of the daughters 
he was enamored of did not become 
(|uite apparent. He left, taking tho 
names and addresses of both daught- 
ers, and about a week afterwards lie 
sent plaintifi' a book of "Moore's .Melo- 
dies" as a slight token of his esteem. 
The young lady politely wrote him a 
note of thanks, and that drew forth 
from him a letter full of love and sweet- 
ness. He also sent several i)ieces of 
music, and in one letter he said he felt 
like embracing her in an ''ecstasy of 
joy" when he next saw her. Jle also 
sent her a pair of gloves, in a letter ac- 
eoiiipanying which he c.\[)resscd him- 
self in endearing terms. Jn the month 
of June ho wrote to say that he was 
coming to visit them, and said in his 
letter among other things : "I am often 
persuaded my wants will be adminis- 
tered to my sweet Minnie, and that 
my aching head will be allowed to rest 
u[)(jii iiiv .sweec iiuiocent bosom of mv 
sweet Minnie." Plaintifi' met defend- 
ant on the bridge at tho en- 
trance to the town of Goderich. 
wlicu a poetical efl'iiHlon was presented by 
him to the plaintill", entitled "Tlio Meet- 
ing on tlic Bridge.'' In Ajn'il, JH77, de- 
fendant came up to plaintili"s house about 
9 o'clock on a .Sunday morning, giving her 
tho making of a handsome dress, but 
could not succeed in getting his letters 
back; but at a second visit he induced the 
pliiiutili', in her mother's absence, to burn 
the luttei'H in a stuve npn;! the ])roniise 
that ho would send her one more letter 
which would amply recompense her for 
the loss of all the rest. After the letters 
were liurnt defendant commenced to cool 
oil'. Till! jury returned a verdict for 
plaint ill' and S?-l,r)00 dam.iges.

IN. V. Sun, 4th inst.) 

The l\uv. T. DeWitt Talmage was 
publicly recoived by his coiigr(»gation 
and liis Brooklyn friends last night. 
Five tliousRud persons crowded the 
Tabernacle, and half as many more 
stood in tiie .street witliout, while 
twenty-live policemen guarded thc on- 
Irauco, to keep them from adding to 
tho crush within. Tlio Tabeniaclo was 
bedecked with flags and flowers, nnd 
silken gonfalcons hung from tho galle- 
ry. Tho superscription, "Glory to 
God," burned in gas high up the organ, 
beneath an iilumiaated star. Then, 
bctweon the American and tho English 
flags hung tho picture of Dr. Talmage. 
The pulpit was a mass of floral decora- 
tions, and the word "welcome," built 
of tea roses, in huge letters, stretched 
across tlie organ face. Tlie kid-gloved 
ushers paced down tho aisles with 
bardcets of llowors and floral eiublem.s, 
which wore placed wherever there was 
a spare spot. An enterprising publisher 
had printed tho "Talmago March," as 
coinposed by Georgo W. Morgan, and 
distributed it with advertisements of 
the "Littlo Duko" and "Fatinitza." 
U. S. district attorney Tonny had 
charge of tfio meoting, and with him 
on tlio platform were chief justice Jos. 
Neilson, mayor Howell, ex-mayors 
Schroeder and Hunter, the Eov. E. P. 
Ingersoll, Reva C.N. Sims, J.O. Peck, 
D. Farley, llugh Smith Carpenter and 
other.s. 

Dr. Talmage entered b}~ tho front 
door of tlio Tabernacle loaning on tho 
arm of elder H. O. Tucker. A broad 
srailo occupied his countenance. The 
organist was playing "Home, Sweet 
Home," with chimes accompaniment 
and cornot obliynto. The congregation 
arose and waved handkerchiefs, hats, 
canes, fans and mantles, and cheered. 
Dr. Talmage bowed and smiled and 
smiled and bowed. Ho made good 
time in getting down the aisle, and 
when he reached tho platform the 
mayor and two ox-mayors of Brooklyn, 
the lawyers, tho doctors and tho clergy 
arose and shook hands as he passed 
along. Dr. Talmago looked at the 
uorrd deconitions and scomcil bcv>-iidcr 
ed. 

After prayer by Dr. Farley, Mrs. 
Evelyn Lyon Hegeman sung, "Thy 
people shall be my people and thy God 
my God." When she was encored she 
paraphrased the familiar song into 
'•The darkest spot on earth to him was 
liome, sweet; home." Her tuneful notes 
brought tears to the eyes of Dr. Tal- 
mage. As sho finished he jumj)ed to 
his feet, whirled about and seemed on 
the point of bieaking up the pro- 
gramme by delivering a speech. Then 
he spied the Piov. Dr Inger.soU climb- 
ing the pulpit stairs, and worked oft his 
enthusiasm upon him. 

Hernard Peters, editor of tho Brook- 
lyn Daily Times, said that the Brook- 
lyn presbytery had tried to buiy Dr. 
Talmage, and stabbed him with cruel 
though unsuccessful wounds, but no as- 
sembly, no presb3'tery, no synod should 
bury him. 

The Rev. Dr. Lansing said that a 
good vacation was part of a stibcessful 
ministry. It was like a pause in music. 
Dr. Talmago had gone off" in the posi- 
tiv3 degree, cemo back in a compari- 
tivc, and was there in the superlative 
degree. 

"He's too big a man to bo pocketed 
by a little Presbytery,' was the excla- 
mation of the Rev. J. O. Peck, and this 
brought down the house. "A jury of 
microscopo.s could not find heresy in 
his belief," added tho speaker. 

ilr. .lolin Winslow made a compari- 
son of Tal mage's reception abroad to 
Beeclicr's, whereat Mr. Talmago hid 
bis face with one of his hands. 

"Why should a clergyman wear 
plaid vests at tea T' asked the Rev. Dr. 
Siras, pastor of tho AVashington avenue 
Methodist church. Then he added 
that that was a villainous conumdrum 
put to him at a tea party which he had 
just come from. The answer was, "To 
havo a check on his stomach." Dr. 
Tahnage rolled in his seat with laugh- 
ter. 

Tho formal speech of welcome was 
then made by United States District 
Attorney Tenney, who said that Dr. 
Talmage had added new lustre to the 
American name. The speaker welcom- 
ed him back to his ecclesiastical shoot- 
ing gallery. 

As Dr. Taliimge came forward he 
was recei\x'(I with a gre.at display of 
handkerchiefs, fans, hats, and canes. 
He said that it was the happiest mo- 
ment of his life. He never could and 
never would forget the scene before 
him, and he did not so much give them 
his thanks as he gave thanks for him- 
self that ho was thoir servant. "Any 
man's theology is good enough for me," 
he said, "if he loves God and does his 
level best." Then, looking all around 
him, ho added: "Well, my friends, 
how'ro you been all summer 1 I feel 
like saying, as'Daniel O'Connell said 
once when ho got back to Dublin, 
"How arc you, boys, and how are the 
women who own you." Then he des- 
cribed Ireland as beautiful, adorned 
with a silver necklace of Killarney 
lakes and crowried'by tho Gaint Cause- 
way. "I met. Patrick Campbell in 
London," he went on, "and he told me 
if I saw Patrick Campbell in Brooklyn 
to give him his love." As he said this 
Dr. Talmage levelled his forefinger at 
superintendent of police Patrick Camp- 
bell, who was in the audience, much to 
tho ofHcial's confusion. 

After a running sketch of his visit 
to England, Dr. 'Talmage whirled his 
arms, brought hi.i hands down to a 
level, find .''.aid: "In tho name of God, 
I declare the banns of eternal mar- 
riage between England and the United 
States, and what God has joined to- 
gether, let no man put asunder.'' 

After . his speech,: Dr. ;;Talmage took
